Weight restrictions for three 
bridges 
on 
M - 35 
between 
Prmcetoei and Palmer in Mar­ 
quette County were announc­ 
ed today by toe Department of 
State Highways.

But deer season is more than all that to 
the Upper Peninsula. It’s also a season of great 
economic benefit with the influx of hunters and 
with that in mind — and also for the late-leaving 
local residents — there seems to be room for 
some “tips” on how to keep it going.

Fewer U N. Friends 


If the United Nations finds that it has few­ 
er friends in this country than ever before, the 
answer is not hard to fathom — the global or­ 
ganization operates consistently w i t h an un­ 
friendly bias toward the free world and general 
indifference toward Communist beligerency. 
For example, an 11-country panel of the 
U. N. General Assembly recently urged mem­ 
bers to subsidize Communist-supported revolu­ 
tionaries attem pting to overthrow* the govern­ 
ment of South Africa. The excuse is that South 
Africa is ruled by a white (pro-W estern) min­ 
ority. 
The panel ignored the fact that Negroes 
smuggle themselves into South Africa because 
of good jobs, a reversal of the situation in the 
Communist world. 
While obsessed with South Africa, the Unit­ 
ed Nations, however, is curiously apathetic to­ 
ward repeated violations of the Korean arm ­ 
istice by the Communists. Recently North Kor­ 
eans ambushed and murdered four American 
soldiers in the Korean demilitarized zone. Til is 
was the latest aggression in a long series which 
includes the hijacking of the U.S.S. Pueblo on 
the high seas. 
Not even the rape of Czechoslovakia a year 
ago August aroused the U. N. from its lethargy 
toward Communist atrocities. U. N. Secretary 
General U Til ant, consistently antagonistic to­ 
ward U. S. involvement in Vietnam, could find 
no words to censure the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. His lame explanation was that 
there was no bloodshed, a misrepresentation of 
the facts and a callous attitude for the leader 
of a world body whose punxise is to preserve 
peace and territorial integrity. 
In the Middle East, too, the U. N. can us­ 
ually be counted on to take an anti-Israeli stand, 
ignoring the aggressions of the Arabs who are 
trained and equipped by the Soviet Union. 
The U. N., by its own history, is not the last 
great hope of peace, as some have described it. 
It has degenerated into a willing, if subcon­ 
scious, tool of the Soviets.

BIDDING QUIZ 
Your partner opens One No- 
trump (16 to 18 points), both 
sides 
vulnerable, 
and 
your 
right-hand opponent bids Two 
Spades. What would you bid 
now with each of the following 
five hands? 


1. 47 VAJ73 4K952 **AJ86 
2. 4843 *92 4J6 4bAKJ974 
3. 4J5 *A4 4Q882 *J9743 
4. 49 * AJ9853 474 *K872 
6. 472 VQ854 
49 +KJ6542 


1. Three spades, Obviously 
this is a game-going hand—you 
have 13 high-card points fac­ 
ing an opening notrump bid— 
but you cannot yet determine 
the best contract. 
You would naturally prefer 
to play the hand in a suit than 
in notrump — the singleton 
spade is no asset in notrump. 
However, rather than bid one 
of your four-card suits, it is far 
better to cuebid spades and thus 
by implication, ask partner to 
bid his best suit. 
Partner may of course re­ 
spond 
three 
notrump, 
thus 
showing a double-stopper in 
spades. If he does, you should 
subside, because notrump is apt 
to be the best contract after all. 
2. Three notrump. You should 
have no qualms about under­ 
taking a notrump game, despite 
the absence of a spade stopper. 
Pa liner is almost sure to have 
at least one spade stopper, and 
you should brush aside the re­ 
mote possibility that he also is 
wide open in that suit. 
Note that a three club bid 
would not be forcing in this 
sequence.

what you would have bid if

Lifer M ay Be Freed 
After 55-Year Hitch 


IONIA (AP) — Nicola Castro- 
nova’s 55 years of confinement 
may be nearly over. 
The 76-year-old Sicilian immi­ 
grant earned a State Parole 
Board recommendation Thurs­ 
day that his life sentence for 
killing a Detroit policeman in 
1914 be commuted. 
Now. only Gov. William Milli­ 
ken stands between Castronova 
and his release from the Ionia 
State Hospital. The governor 
must approve all recommenda­ 
tions to free anyone conviceed of 
first degree murder. 
Castronova. who speaks only 
limited English, sat silently as 
the board held a 15-minute hear­ 
ing on his bid for release from 
the hospital where he has been 
a patient since 1916. 
Two sisters, a brother and a 
nephew pleaded with the board 
V>r Castronova’s release. They 
issured the board he would be 
tared for in a nursing home if 
be is freed. 
Details of Castronova’s case 


are fragmentary since most of 
the records about his trial and 
early years in confinement were 
consumed 
in 
a 
Lansing 
fire 
nearly 15 years ago. 
However, Parole Board rec­ 
ords and the memories of board 
members revealed that Castro­ 
nova was convicted of killing a 
policeman as he and two other 
men fled from a Detroit holdup 
55 years ago. 
The policeman stopped 
the 
fleeing bandits for questioning 
about another m atter and was 
gunned down. 
Board records showed 
that 
Castronova’s 
companions 
also 
drew long prison terms 
How­ 
ever, one of the others escaped 
from prison nearly 20 years ago 
and never has been recaptured, 
the board reported. 
Castronova 
entered Jackson 
prison in 1914 but in 1916 was 
found to be mentally ill and he 
was transferred to the hospital 
here. 
Hospital 
records 
described 
Castronova as a model patient 
and showed that he worked as 
a furniture refinisher for more 
than 40 years. 
The State Attorney General’s 
office, the Wayne County Prose­ 
cutor, 
and 
a 
Wayne

judge joined in asking for the 
ailing 
patient’s 
release. 
Hos­ 
pital officials said Castronova 
has been plagued by stomach 
problems in recent years.

Tobacco Rated 
Top Tax-Getter 


LANSING (AP) — A Michigan 
health expert and opponent 
to 
smoking has reached back into 
history to quote 
Napoleon 
in 
support of an increased state 
state cigarette tax. 
"Tobacco, of all commodities, 
(is) the erne most capable 
of 
taxation," 
Dr. 
John 
Doherty, 
executive director of the Mich­ 
igan Health Council and secre­ 
tary of the Michigan Council on 
Smoking and Health quoted Na­ 
poleon as saying. 
Doherty said he had recom­ 
mended earlier that the state 
cigarette tax be doubled 
from 
seven to 14 cents. He said he 
now backs the recommendation 
by Gov. William Milliken that 
the tax be raised five cents to 
12 cents per pack. 
Doherty said Michigan hasn’t 
raised the cigarette tax since 
1957 and should have done 
so 
when the U.S. Surgeon General’s 
report first came out detailing 
the relationship between smoking 
and disease. 
Michigan could have raised 
well over $100 million if tobacco 
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taxes had been raised in 1964, 
Doherty said. 
‘The tobacco vendors scared 
some state officials and mem­ 
bers of the Legislature with the 
threat 
that 
smugglers 
would 
bootleg cigarettes into Michi­ 
gan." Doherty said. 
He added that Col. Fredrick 
Davids, State Police director, 
expressed confidence that with 
a slight increase in his enforce­ 
ment staff State Police could 
control the bootlegging of cigar­ 
ettes. 
He noted there are 34 states 
with higher cigarette taxes than 
Michigan, including Connecticut 
with 16 cents, Florida with 15, 
New Jersey with 14, Pennsyl­ 
vania with 13 and New York 
with 12 cents plus a four cen* 
tax in New York City.
